In the next five years elementary « ol @araliment is expected 


to increase from 1,563,790 last year to 7.175.300 by 1950. To accom 


modate the increase, 23.240 new classrooms will be needed. The in 
crease will Ge oroportonate with hign shagis and junior colleges 

The fight aqainst Proposition ? is mong led on the basis of 
local independence and tower taxes it is a function of the state 
to educate; the voters should provide the state with the means. to

The committee on fund-raising policies was given a sec- 
ond chance this week to consider the 60-40 per cent spht 
of profits from all club fund-raising activities on the SSC 
campus 

Student Council returned the proposal to change the 
present ASSSC by-law upon the recommendation of chair- 
man Dixie Hale, when the proposal was obviously aimed for 
defeat by the majority ef Council members 

The committee's recommendation received the same 
treatment in ICC last week when it was placed on the table 
wonder a barrage of objections 

This group of four people.shouk! consider well the ob- 
jections presented in the ICC and Council meetings. 

Firstly, they must remember that to take 40 per cent of 
the club's profits would eliminate almost all of the social 
activities sponsored by these groups, because it takes moat 
of the 60 per cent to cover other club expenses. One of the 
major objectives of campus clubs is to offer social activity 
for students. 

Secondly, clubs bear the weight of carrving out abl fund 
raising activities on campus at the present time. , 

Thirdly, the clubs are trving to build themselves up. and 
the relinquishing of 40 per cent to the maintenance of a stu- 
dent union would only mean a stoppage in their growth, and 
would undoubtedly not be enough to carry on a decent 
maintenance 

Finally, perhaps the committee should suggest a con- 
certed drive for the seemingly necessary fund, or perhaps 
they should return to the original purpose of their com- 
mittee as stated by ASSSC president Nason Hall when he 
first established the study group——-to investigate methods 
of equalizing club fund-raising activities,
